Alcohol has the power of passing 
through the cells of the stomach into!

Alcohol has an almost inappeaseable | 
appetite for ozygen, and the blood car- 
ries oxygen from the lungs to all the 
parts of the body. The alcohol takes 
this oxygen which is an abstract nec: 
essity for health and life, and robs 
the tissues of what they so sorely 
need. 

Insofar as alcohol seems to act as a 
heart stimulant it does so by its irri- 
tant action and immediately the first 
action hag passed it tends to weaken 
the heart’s action. Alcohol also has 
it tendency to Increase the fat on the 
outside and inside of the heart, so im- 
pairing its action. 

Scientific research has proved that 
| the persistent use of alcohol increases 
the danger from. infectious diseases. 
Not to cause it directly but to reduce 
the power of the organism to resist 
it, and ‘that this lost power of resis: 


removal of alcohol as the cause, Al- 
so that alcohol plays a large part in 
the causation of consumption. To 
quote a professor of Manchester uni- 
versity, “Alcoholic subjects, with de- 
generated tissues, are well known to 
fall easy victims to infectious disease, 
and there is considerable — evidence 

that even in non-alcoholic subjects a 
dose of alcohol will lower the resist- 
ing power to infection.” In records 
of sunstroke in New York it was found 
that while drinkers furnished s0 per 
cent of the cases, they furnished 90 

per cent of the deaths from  sun- 

stroke, 

A dose of alcohol will just interfere 
with a man's speech, he will become 
a bit unsteady. Why? Because alcohol 
has affected those infinitely sensitive 
nerve cells of the brain. The tipsy 
individual ,under the influence of al- 
cohol, s unsteady because the drug has 
a special liking for the grey cells of 
the brain, and to interfere with those 
j fine adjustments and regulations up- 
‘on which steadiness depends, The 
action of alcohol from first to last, in 
all stages and upon all parts, {s to de- 
press or suspend the functions of the 
cells and fibres of the brain. It dis- 
solves the thin fatty envelope, by 
which every nerve cell {fs surrounded, 
This interferes at once with the life 
of the cell, and allows the alcohol 
,to get at the contents of the cell, 
where the vital functions are carried 
on. The immediate action of alcohol 
is to interefre with the complete ef- 
| ricleney with which these sensitive 
cells do their work. and especially the 
_ highest, which control the desires and 
instincts. 

Beer paralyses the feeling of weari- 
ness, but this does not restore the 
(Meee body as does good food, sleep, 
rest and healthful recreation, which 
enable the cells to throw off the pro-" 
ducts of fatigue and to rebuild for 
their work. 

And yet we hear men say in their 
ignorance that drink hag never hurt 
them. Alcohol never rests in its dqan- 
gerous work, and the critical moment 
comes, some special strain is thrown 
‘on the body and so called moderate 
‘drinkers go under, 

Alcohol notoriously — dulls men’s 
tustes. In the old days when a meal 
was so often preceded by a cocktail 
or two, accompanied by wine or peer, 
the best efforts of the cook were not 
| appreciated and the eater was satis: 
“fied with poor food. Abstenstion from 
strong drink therefore has another ef- 
fect. It tends to create a genuine 
appreciation of meats, fruits and veg- 
etables, Thig is important because 
leads to simpler living and sounder 
digestion, 

Drunkenness, on the part of both 
men and women, has its effect upon 
the children, making them dull, sfue 
pid and listless, and in some cases 
children have been so abused that the 
police have had to interfere, If thes 
thousands of dollars spent for alcohol 
had been used to build schools and 
homes for poor children, so as to ed- 
neate them, and to promote sanitary 
living conditions, there would uot, 
today, be as much crime, ignorance, 
and disease... The only way ty procure 
all this is to have total abstinence 
the foreword of all, Every child is 
entitled to be well born, to have so- 
ber parents; he is entitled to proper 
care and training, and to a happy 
childhood, which he cannot bave 
where Hquor ig present.

Travel to 
National Parks 


This season's travel to the Cana- 
dian National Parks seems likely to 
be one of the heaviest in their his- 
tory. Reseryations in many of the 
hotels have been booked months in 
advance and the chief resorts are now 
full of foreign and Canadian visitors, 
The Jasper Park Lodge, the new bun- 
galow hotel which was opened for the 
first time on June 16, at Jasper, will 
make it possible for many more tour- 


‘ ists to find accommodation in the big 


reservation west of Edmonton and a 
noticeable increase both there and at 
Banff in the number of people who 
come to spend the entire suminer and 
go out alon gthe trails to the beauti- 
ful but little! known portions of the 
Parks is observed. The total number 
of visitors to the Canadian National 
Parks during the past season was ap- 
proximately 160,000 about 60,000 of 
outside countries, 
It is estimated that this travel repre- 
sents approximately $18,000,000 — for- 
eign njoney brought into the country 
for which Canada sent out practically 
nothing in return, The total expendi- 
tures othe National parks during the 
past twenty-five years have been a 
little over $6,000,'00 or about one-third 
the value of foregin travel they at- 
tracted last year.

A new and ‘very remarkable discov- 
ery strongly suggests that this may 
be possible, It is described by Dr.

He found it practicable to produce 
these reptiles of enormgus size—giants 
in:fact..

Thg earthworm fed salamander grew 
to normal size. The one fed on some- 
thing else grew twice as big. Speak- 
ing exactly, it weight was 96 per cent 
greater than that of its brother, It 
was a giant of its species—a salaman- 
der the like of which for bigness was 
never before seen.

Fall cultivation includes discing or. 
cultivating the land during or immed- 
:jiately after harvest, skim-plowing and 
fall plowing. The objects of fall cul- 
tivation are to store and conserve the 
moisture, to germinate weed seeds, 
and to prepare land-for seeding the 
following. spring. In most districts 
of the prairie provinces, ‘moisture is 
the limiting factor in crop production. 


‘|In- many. districts. weeds take more 


moisture from the soil than is lost 
by surface evaporation, and almost as 
much as is used for the growth of 
crops. Hence any cultivation that will 
at the same time-store up moisture 
and help to eradicate weeds is to be 
recommended, ,Over any period of 
five years or more it has been found 
that early seeded crops give decidely 
heavier yields than Jate seeded, and 
also escape the danger of frost in- 
jury, Hence fall cultivation is import- 
ant in farm management as every acre 
prepare for seeding in the the fall re- 
duces the heavy pressure of spring 
work, particularly is this the case in 
late springs. ? 

To be effective, fall cultivation must 
be done early, furing or immediately 
after harvest. The best method is to 
have the dise or cultivator follow {im- 
mediately after the binder. If horse 
power for this is; lacking, cultivate 
between the rows of stooks or as soon 
as the stooks have been removed, If 
the land is not cultivated ' hot, dry 
winds blowing over the practically 
bare and in many cases cracked open 
land cause very rapid evaporation and 
no weed seeds will germinate. Culti- 
vation creates a mulch, fills up the 
cracks, prevents evaporation, and 
covers and germinates many weed 
seeds, Later if the Jand is fall plow- 
od. these weeds will be killed, and it 
will be found that the soil is moist 
and can be plowed with one horse 
less than Tand not cultivated.
